Mayor happened to belong to the Opposition par- 
ty (and vice versa.) In the one case, religious 
freedom would be infringed, and in the other case 
political freedom is infringed. According to the 
bill of lights, civil rights, privileges, or capacities State Convention, expectin 
cannot be diminished or enlarged on account of a 
man’s religion. And according to the bill ol 
rights, no man or set of men are entitled to ex- 
clusive privileges but in consideration of public 
services. And by the constitution, all elections 
are to be free and equal — and absolute arbitrary 
power exists nowhere in a Republic. And it 
does seem to me that to make a man’s qualifi 
cation for office depend upon his political opin- 
ions and party, is a gross perversion of that ex- 
pression in the constitution which reserves to the 
Legislature the power of prescribing by law the 
qualifications of a certain class of officers. 

“For these reasons and others that could be 
mentioned, I must decline that portion of politi- 
co equity jurisdiction which the act of the 29th 
of February, lfcCO, confers and imposes upon the 
Chancellor of the Louisville Chancery Court.

Appointment b, tne Governor. 

The Governor has appointed Dr. Samuel 
M. ISemiss, of Louisville, to the new office of 
Keoistiiar, created by the “act to amend an 
act requiring the registration of births, mar- 
riages, and deaths,” approved March 3. The 
salary of the Registrar, as fixed by this law is 
$1,500 per annum. He has to make up and 
superintend the publication of an annual re- 
port, requiring great labor and professional 
learning on his part, besides having many 
other duties to perform under the requirements 
of tho law.

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Tlii-ty years ago, Natchez was the large-t cot- 
ton exporting city in the South. It has since be- 
come mare a city at elegant mansions anti opulent 
repose, til an n ciy of commerce. Even the la- 
tnutis ’-Cotton Squ re,” w Inch of old, u-ed to be , 
piled with thousands of bales, exists i o longer, 
but is built into bv the ntcrseeting streets. From 
Woodville lo Nuteliez, a mail on horse back 
went once a week. M ill lobberies were li-equent 
occurrences. Society in Na ciiez was at that 
lime in a transition slate toward its present high 
refinement It was a day ol excitement and per- 
sonal independence. Fast young men from alt 
rails ot the old Southern States congregated 
there in all protes-ious and pursuits to make 
money. Money then was plenty, and easily made 
and spent. The bar was talented but fiery. The 
law-yeis were not so amiable in tli.it day, as to j 
lake quietly abuse, and sneers, and liaid hits from 
an opposite counsel. The c. i i t house olten wit 
i cssed scenes of violence, mi l duels and street 
iiL’titsat one period occurred almost weekly. 

The “.VI mston House,” yet in existence, was 
the. duel hotel, kept by a gentleman Irom Old 
Virginia or Maryland, Mr. Fumeil, and durny; ] 
cour. time it was c owdeii witii noisy, armed 
guests. The other hotel was kept on Union 
Square by “Major Bailey,” an irascible but kind- 
hearted Scotchman. It was a famous resort for 
thebai-K country planters. Those who frequented , 
it thirty years ago will remember the stout, red 
laced M ijor and his dapper little Welsh bar-keep- 
er, Mann, a Lilliputian in stature, but with a voice 
deep and hoarse as Brobilignag’s. 

The M tnsion House, however, was the resort ' 
of the '‘bloods,” and there n ill’ the quarrels ori- ’ 
glutted, which were sanguinarily settled on the 
“sand bar” opposite the town.

One day being in town, I ivas just alighting 
from my horse at the Mansi n House stable, 
when I perceived Mr. Griffin iO:ne out ol Dr. 
D.iahiell’s office nearly opposite the Mansion 
House, nnd with his hands under his greatcoat

step from the door of the hotel, h s cloak wrap- , 
ped about him. Griffin immediately presented a 
pistol and without a word tired.

to the dining room. His antagonist billowed and 
fired, and the ball missing its niaik, struck a lad, \ 
the pi-opriet ir’s son, in the knee, and knocked! 

him under the table. G e-c if i d unliariii [ 

ed. It was called “a spirited little- affair” bv the 
amateurs; for it was witnessed by a hundred 
lookers on; but no one interlered, ns it would not 
have been fair play. “Hands < If, gentlemen, 
stand back, a free fight and no favor lo either.” 
This was the tone of ianguave of the times. 
Both these gentlemen arc since dead. “Sic Iran I 
sit gloria rnundi.” When, however, a duel e/t 
rrolr was to t ke place, the principals, seconds 
(usually two) and surgeons crossed lo a sand tin 
on the Louisiana sidt ; but if the river was high, 
lo the shore itself, n a grove Mill standing In 
the water side. The proceeuingg were b\ no 
means private. Every thing was done without 
fear ol interruption. “Gentlemen” were more 
powerful than constable- 1 , and laughed contemp 
tiioiisly at the interference ol tin “police.” C/tie. 
airy was higher than law; it was, in fact, tin 
higher law- of 1 b2:J— 30, and even seven years I 
later. 

The famous duel in which forty or more gen- 
tlemen were engaged, ab-mt le2b. is still leiuein 
bered in Natc-htz. Col. J.ni Bowie, the famous 
tighter and inventor of the knife which bears his | 
i- line, used to spend a great deal of his lime in 
Natchez. He was challenged by a gentlem m ol 
Alexandria, La., whose frien ‘s -o the number ol 
twenty or more accompanied him to N itclu-z to 
see fair play, knowing Bowie was a desperate I 
man, and had his own friends about him. All par- 
ties went upon the field. The coml slants took heir 
places in tile center, separated bom their friends 
in the rear, far enough not to endanger them with 
their bails. Bebold the battle array thus! Twen- 
ty armed Louisianians fifty yards behind the r | 
champion anil l-is seconds and surgeon, nndoppos 
ite them, as far beliino, Bowie nnd his seconds and 
surgon, twenty armed Mississippians. Behold the 
higlitsof Natchez thronged with spectator-, and 
a steamer m the river rounded to, its decks black 
witii passengers, wa’cliing with a deep in ercst the 
scene. The plan of tight was lo exchange sliuis - 
twice with pistols ano to close witii knives, 
Bowie being armed with his ow n terrible weapon i 
At tlie first (ire both parlies escaped. At the sec- 
ond the Louisianati was too quick and took advaot- } 
age ol Bowie, who waited the word. At this B -wie’s 
second cried “foul play !” and shot the Louisian 
iau dead. Tlie second of the l itter instantly killed j 
the slayer ol his principal Bowie drove his knife 
into this man. The surgeons now crossed blades, 
while, witii loud battle cries, came on the two I 
parties of friends, the light ol battle in their eyes. 
Ina moment the whole number were engaged in 
a fearless conflict. Dirks, pistols, and knives 
were used with fatal effect, until one party drove 
the other from tlie field. 1 do not know how many 
were killed and wounded in all; but it was a dread | 
ful slaughter. Bow ie fought like a lion, but fell 
covered with wounds. For mouths he lingered at 
the Mansion House before he fully recovered.
